DOLLAR ON CORN 


TO BE OFFERED 


Agriculture Department Soon 


to Announce Assistance 


to Farmers. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Agri- 


culture department official! said 
a government loan of SO cents • a 
bushel on corn will b« announced 
within the next few'days. 


The loan will be financed with 
$85,000,000 which President Roose- 
velt has directed the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance corporation to make 
available the commodity 'credit 
corporation. 
The amount to be loaned on this 
year's corn crop has been under 
•tudy for some weeks by agricul- 
ture officials and treasury repre- 
sentatives. Speculation has ranged 
from *5 cents to 60 cents. Tues- 
day's revelation of the 50 cent per 
bushel loan price was the first 
authoritative word from the agri- 
culture department on the 
loan 
figure. 


Officials said details of the loan 
program have not been completed 
but that they .will follow generally 
the procedure 
of the 
loan pro- 


' grams of 1933, 1934 and 1935. 
In 1933, the government loaned 


$120,491,265 on 
approximately 
270,758,228 bushels of com at 45 
cents a bushel. It loaned $4,313,- 
743 at B5 cents a bushel In 1984, 
and $8,697,152 at 45 cents a bushel 
In 1935. 


Tbe loans In 1931 and 1935 were 
made principally on seed corn. A 
small number of loans also were 
made at 56 cents a bushel last year 
on seed corn.

Importance of a new policy of co- 
operation between government and 
frusinesa. 
The immediate significance of 
thia trend ii that many of the 
new dealers are being won over 
to the notion that, however inter- 
•ating the blueprint may be for 
* Utopian world or a reform era, 
the people who have to make it 
work—the business men them- 
selves—must be sold on the funda- 
mentals. 
Can the 
president bury 
the 
hatchet and get together with 
business ? The effort has been 
made several times, but each time 
it haa been followed by more bit- 
terness and more attacks by Mr. j 
Roosevelt, which, in turn, have en- 
gendered a counter trend of bit- 
terness on the part of the busi- 
ness men. 
Certainly the economic system 
cannot function -unless govern- 
ment and business fully 
under- 
stand each other, or at least 
agree as to what the policies of 
the government mean in economic 
terms. 
The events of the last few 
weeks, Indicating a depression in 
business is here or well under 
way toward a much more serious 
situation 
a few months hence, 
might seem to have brought the 
president to a realization of the 
gravity of the whole problem. But 
when he insists on talking in po- 
litical terms, when he brings up 
bis 
old 
campaign 
vocabulary 
about the one-third of the popu- 
lation who are supposed to be 
"ill housed, ill nourished an<2 ill 
clad/' it is apparent 
that the 
president is not ready to talk in 
practical terms with the business 
men of the country, but is still 
bent on harassing them for po- 
litical purposes. 
From whose viewpoint, asks the 
president, are the published re- 
ports coming about the impor- 
tance of revising the capital gains 
tax and the undistributed surplus 
tax ? The inference 
which' Mr. 
Roosevelt plainly wishes drawn is 
that, if you talk about tax revi- 
sion,'you are thinking only of the 
profiteers and that you cannot 
possibly have any humanitarian 
Instincts. As a matter of fart, 
the day is not far distant when 
some demagog will rise to prove 
that Mr. Roosevelt, well inten- 
tioned tho he is, has done far 
more damage to the' average man 
arid bis future than any single 
man in our present generation. 


Job Maker* -Frightened. 


And the demagog will not have 
to" prove his assertion any more 
concretely 
than 
Mr. Roosevelt- 
proves the many loose statements 
he- makes 
about the economic 
royalists. But if such a demagog 
were so careful as to adduce facts, 
all he would have to do is take 
thp direct increases in the cost 
of "living caused by the Roosevelt 
administration—the diminution in 
real wages—and tell what it haa 
m^ant already. Also, all the dema- 
gog would have to do is to take 
the reports coming in on unem- 
ployment in various parts of the 
nation and show that they 
are 
traceable to an artificial stimulus 
carried on for four years without 
the slightest regard to a perma- 
nent substitute motive power for 
the economic structure. 
Who creates the jobs that make 


employment possible? Mr. Roose- 
velt will some day be asked that 
question on the stump as he seeks 
to defend his policies. 
The job 
makers of America are the peo- 
pl* who have saved their own 
money or have made a reputation 
for honest investment of the funds 
of others who have saved money. 
The record of the last few years 
shows that capital haa been fright- 
ened- -the job makers have been 
driven off. Is an administration 
friendly to the average man If it 
scares away the Job makers? 
Mr. Roosevelt is right when he 
asks from whose viewpoint the 
cry for tax revision is coming, 
but he ts wrong when he assumes 
that the question is a one sided 
ofle. Every bit of evidence 
by 
recognized economists shows that 
the tax burden goes down the line 
to the persons of smallest income. 
The Twentieth Century Fund has 
just completed studies showing 
the high cost of hidden taxes to 
the man of lowest income. This 
would seem to dispose of the argu- 
ment for the broadening of the 
base by 4he income tax method 
and would seem to argue in favor 
of reducing the cost of articles 
which the poor man buys.

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URGES SOUND BASIS 


FOR RURAL FAMILY 


Mr*. Lynde Cites New Goals 


to Extension Workers; Dr. 


Graham on Teaching. 


Mr*. Lydia Ann Lynde of the 
U. S. department of agriculture 
told extension service workers at 
their annual conference that the 
farm family Is the agricultural 
unit to work with In education. 
Sessions are being held at the col- 
lege of agriculture all week. With 
Dr. A. B. Graham, also of the 
TJ. S. department of agriculture, 
Mrs. Lynde appeared aa chief 
speaker of the morning. In the 
afternoon 
the Nebraska County 
Agents' association and the Home 
Demonstration Agents' association 
hold their annual meetings. Offi- 
cers will be elected later In the 
week. 
Mrs. Lynde said the human race 
Is getting better. It is more Bane, 
more helpful, more co-operative 
than before. In the rural areas, a 
Bound foundation for family life is 
necessary. 
"The farm family Is not satis- 
fied with things of yesterday," de- 
clared Mrs. Lynde. "They have 
new ambitions, new aims and new 
goal*. It is up to you folks to 
help them keep their feet on the 
ground during a time when so 
many things confront the farm 
family." In building up farm pros- 
perity and Income, she said the 
family itself is sometimes neg- 
lected. Not only the farm itself but 
the family must be considered if 
home life is to be harmonious. 
Dr. A. B. Graham with ready wit 
and humor, spoke 
on 
"What 
Causes Us to Act." He told the 
workers that teaching is not in- 
structing alone. Instruction must 
be offered when there is a recog- 
nized need for it, 
"The job of 
teaching must lead to something 
having human satisfactions," Dr. 
Graham declared. "Emotions, not 
reason, cause people to act most of 
the time. The job is to have peo- 
ple feel as you feel."

HALLOWE'EN'S MENACE. 


A dittle girl of T years waa 


burned to death in Omaha when 
her Hallowe'en Indian costume 
caught fire from a jack o'lantern 
she was carrying. In Lincoln the 
city waa endangered by the open- 
ing of fire plugs. Much water was 
lost, the efficiency' of the fire 
fighting plant was 
endangered 


and the city was put to consider- 
able expense In repairing 
the 


damage done. "From a community 
standpoint," said Director Erick- 
son, "it was like cutting the ar- 
teries of an individual and per- 
mitting the blood to run." Such 
a prank might easily lead to loss 
of human life. 


In the Omaha case it was 


thoughtlessness in permitting a 
child dressed in inflammable ap- 
parel to play with fire. In Lin- 
coln, where nothing so serious fol- 
lowed, but where a tragedy might 
have resulted, what took place wis 
menacing to\ all and those respon- 
sible should be sought out and 
punished. Here 32 fireplugs were 
opened in one evening and left to 
run wide open. 


Parents will find a warning in 


the Omaha tragedy. They will be 
more careful about giving small 
children permission to do danger- 
ous things. In Lincoln the authori- 
ties will be awakened to greater 
vigilance, and greater precautions 
to insure the city's safety will be 
taken in the future. The spirit of 
Hallowe'en here went beyond the 
limits of harmless fun and reached 
the point where the city was en- 
dangered. 


Thoughtlessness on the part of 


some and carelessness on the part 
of others bring about situations 
that .none can approve. There is 
such a thing as safe and clean fun 
which all can enjoy, but license 
to enjoy that does not include a 
permit to endanger a city nor to 
cripple its fire fighting facilities. 


Children are too often permitted 


to do dangerous things, by their 
parents and others. Wearing in- 
flammable costumes is one of the 
most dangerous. The heroic ef- 
fort of a boy of 15 to save the 
life of the 'omaha child was un- 
availing. In that effort the boy 
himself was badly tho not criti- 
cally burned. 


The Chinese put up a good de- 


fense of Soochow creek in Shang- 
hai and drove the invaders out in 
•pite of heavy, bombardment by 
artillery and airplanes. The etfect 
of aerial attack is much the same 
•s that of artillery. Air bombs 
and gunfire have about the same 
effect as falling shells. The 
force enjoys the advantage of 
being able to observe directly the 
effect of its fire and of being able 
quickly to correct mistakes in 
range. But bombardment, by any 
medium, does not mean victory. 
To win a war ground must be 
taken and bombardment does not

Prior to this he 
had never shown any great con- 
ern about dogs, cats or other ani- 
mals. Ever since he cringes in fear 
whenever he seen s dog or thinks 
he seen one even at a distance. He 
pota them far away and begins to 
ry and tremble. 
Frequently at 
light in his sleep he screams 
woo-woo" (his word for dog). 
How can we cure him of his fear 
of dogs? 
It is becoming em- 


>arrassingr. Nowadays it seems 
-hat nearly every family must 
lave a dog and a cat whether 
hey have a baby or not. The ques- 
ion should interest many of your 
eaders. 


If the boy had a dog of his own, 
>erhaps the antics of the playful 
Collie would not have frightened 
him. 
Even if the boy's parents, 
guardians or teachers were not 
hemselves more or less obsessed 
with 
cynophobia 
(unreasonable 
ear of dogs), the incident would 
not have made such a deep 1m- 
»ression. We are assuming the boy 
i mentally normal. 


If a child's parents, elders or 
utors are themselves obsessed 
with cynophobia it is impossible 
or them to conceal their morbid 
ear from the child. If fattier or 
mother or nurse or aunt or grampa 
s afraid of any particular thing 
he child will inevitably be afraid 
of it too. 


This is best illustrated by the 
widely 
prevalent 
ophldiophobia 
fear of snakes). This fear is not 
nfitinctive, as many imagine. Until 
aught by the ignorant, supersti- 
ious parent or nurse or tutor to 
eau and hate all "horrid crawling 
eptiles," an infant shows no more 
ear than one does of another in- 
ant or a kitten or a bird. If the 
jarent or guardian of the child Is 
ntelligent and able to distinguish 
he comparatively rare venomous 
rom the common harmless kind, 
he child will not only acquire no 
cruel hatred of snakes but may 
well learn to admire them for their 
beauty and to enjoy the study and 
observation of their natural life 
habits. 


Let the child's dreams be filled 
with the delightful antics of his 
own pet puppy. That is the way to 
save him from degenerating into a 
cruel cynophobiac. 
Every child, 
every little boy at any rate, is en- 
itled to own a dog. When the child 
s two or three years of age is the 
deal time to introduce the dog—a 
>uppy of the type the child pre- 
'ers, not a fancy pedigreed animal 
>ut just a dog.

These emergency seed loans are 
interesting in a way. They remind 
me of getting a fish hook caught 
in the seat of your own pants. 
The year 1937 is another total 
failure (in this region at least) 
in spite of all the optimistic 
ballyhoo to the contrary. 
I received a letter today in 


which one of these seed loan of- 
ficials advised me to mortgage my 
stock to pay off this loan. What 
these varfous loan agencies do 
not seem to realize is that farm 
financing is a long time pro^ 
sition.

DESPITE THE advances made 


In modern obstetrics, the doctor 
frequently Is faced with the prob- 
lem of resuscitating a "blue baby". 
According to a recent medical rt- 
port, it la believed that this prob- 
lem is on the increase. 
Possibly 


this is because many mothers in- 
sist upon some form of anesthesia 
to lessen the suffering of labor. 


Of course, the use of one or 
another anesthetic Is frequently 
advised 
But it cannot be over- 


looked that it may not b« without 
danger 


A "blue baby" is one-Avhose body 
tissues are deprived of the neces- 
sary amount of oxygen. As I have 
Indicated, this 
complication of 


babyhood may occur as a result of 
the use of certain drugs, or it may 
be caused by some damage during 
delivery. 


CauM of Condition 


It can be traced to some Inter- 


ference in the normal Interchange 
of oxygen and carbon dioxide be- 
tween the mother and fetus. A 
marked decrease in the amount of 
oxygen for the new-born infant 
may result in serious damage to 
the brain and other vital struc- 
tures. 
To avoid this, 
certain 
methods of treatment must be em- 
ployed as soon as possible.

In advising the passage of the 
resolution relative to the Nebras- 
ka Power company, Mr. Dafoe said 
it was the proper way to avoid 
litigation. 
The power company 


had recently obtained a supreme 
court order staying all work in 
the district and Dafoe said that 
the agreement only meant the loss 
of 12 or 14 miles of line. 


In arguing his case for the em- 


ployment of a skilled manager, 
instead 
of directors unfamiliar 


•with 
power 
problems, 
Craven 


again charged that six directors 
have consistently voted together 
and that these six also had a 
financial interest in the affairs of 
the district. 


"We should be trying to manage 
a S3,000,000 business in a $3,000,- 
000 way," he said. 


The nepotism problem also came 
lip for discussion again with the 
reading of an opinion by the dis- 
trict's legal staff which said that 
no section of the Nebraska statutes 
or any rules of the REA would 
prohibit the employment of rel- 
atives by the public power dis- 
trict.

The coaches have them taken 
chiefly to pick out the flaws in 
their teams, and just as every 
good play is recorded, so Is every 
error. This simply means that a 
modern football player, unless he 
has a very tough hide and is im- 
mune to criticism, cannot afford 
to let down for a second. He must 
move at top speed for GO minutes 
unless he wants to sit in the dark- 
ened room on Monday and have 
the coach pick him to pieces. 


Now there are many times in 
a game when a player must wan 
to loaf just a littl* bit; times 
when, a bit weary from the beat 
ing a tackle or-a guard has been 
giving- him, he wants to stay ou 
of a, play or two and let seme 
body else get the bumps.
